possible to ‘breed a gorilla back until it 
reverted to a certain primoidal typo of 
arboreal animal; then from that primoida’ 
type, given -the proper environment, if 
would be possible to breed a man, 
Similarly, as soon as it was realized that 
in the atom of Radium we viewed o 
complex structure breaking up, or at least 
remanging itself, into some new form 
more stable under sisting conditions than 
was thefirst, it was immediately coneluded 
by the superficial that the transmutation of 
lead into gold was no tonger to be consi- 
dered impracticable.
